not even shut the rig completely off. But a fine adjust ment 
of R48, the bia control, the RF gain control does all its 
supposed to do. The rig is recieving fine, with a S6 meter 
reading with a .5 MV signal injected at the antenna. 


Now, checking the manual, closing the standby switch applys 

-18V to the avc, thus effectively shutting off the reciever. It 
does not remove b+. Measuring this voltage, it is only -.9 volts 
at anytime. Hmmm... leaky cap somewhere? Could C68 which is a 

1mf 500vdc cap, be bad? Where should one look for this problem?

The mute/AGC circuit in a 2B is extremely hi-Z and the least bit of leakage 
will upset the circuit. 


I tracked an identical sounding problem in one of my 2Bs to a 2 megOhm 
conduction path between the resistance element of the AGC pot and ground. 
That the pot itself was a 2 megOhm pot immediately lets you know that the 
leakage represented a significant part of the circuit. 


Testing for this particular problem is easy. Untwist the mounting lugs on 
the pot and let it hang free while you try the STBY postion of the switch. 
If the receiver now mutes properly, that was the problem. 


As recently as a year ago, Drake still serviced this pot, in case you need one.

Hi everyone, 


I finally got to the bottom of the F455J05 filter problem. Just to 
recap, when I installed my newly purchased F455J05 filter in my A4, 
signals read about 15 dB less than through the 3.1 filter. I tried the 
@.5 filter in a second A4, and there was practically no difference in 
signal strength between the two filters. 


Last night I swapped 3.1 filters in the A4s. Turns out the 3.1 filter in 


the second A4 is also down 10-12 dB from the 3.1 filter in the first A4. 
So, I left the 3.1 filter from the second A4 in the first A4. Now all 
three filters match within a few dB (I also have the 6kHz filter). 

There is plenty of extra IF gain available to compensate for the greater 
attenuation. Problem solved. I guess that one could argue that I now 
have three bad filters in my A4. But to my ears and eyes it's A OK! The 
really annoying thing was having such a big difference in strength 
between filters. These may exhibit greater losses, but at least it's 
uniform. The response through this 3.1 filter actually sounds a bit 
smoother. Maybe the 3.1 filter with less atenuation is somehow faulty. 


One final note: The F455305's label has a round emblem Collins logo. 
Apparently this filter was made long after the "A" line was 
discontinued. 


Thanks again to all who offered helpful suggestions. I'm glad I didn't 
have to take the soldering iron to my A4.

Don't have a complete manual. The EICO performs as well as most general 
purpose bridge cap checkers. Biggest problem I have had with these is 
leakage in the standard caps. The .02 mF standard cap was the worst one. 
The major symptom of a leaky standard cap is a very indistinct opening/ 
closing of the eye tube even with a known good cap at the test leads. Just 
replace the cap with one of fairly accurate capacitance. Pad it if you 
need to. I use a General Radio 1650B that does 1% or so to check caps for 
value in choosing a replacement standard. Once the standard is fairly 
accurate, the readings on the 950B should be decently close to the 
markings. 


Watch the "gotchas" on this one. There is a 45 volts or so AC potential 
between the black lead (normally ground, right?) and the case of the 950B 
depending on the range. Enough current to light your typical night light 


lamp nicely. And B+ of course on electrolytic checks. Run a voltmeter on 
the various test functions of the 950B so you won't get surprised. 


The 950B also has the ability to measure inductances by comparison to an 
external standard connected to the binding posts on the left hand side. 
Nice extra feature. 


I also have one of the Sprague's (TO-4). Personally, I prefer the 950B 
because it does NOT have those push button switches. My TO-4 was loaded 
with those very leaky color-stripe black caps.

Going through the archive, I find many requests for bristo/bristol/ 
spline wrenches for varous Collins gear. I also see lots of folks 
scolding others on the correct spelling of the word. The most common 
correction is of the spelling "bristo". 


I have yet to see a military manual, be it Army, Navy or AF that does 


call it just that. I am using my manual library as reference, but it DOES 
seem to be the common spelling in most of those. Of course that doesn't 
make it the CORRECT spelling ----- as I soon found out in my long long 
quest for the critters some years back. 


The correct term seems to be "spline" wrenches/keys, with "Bristol" 
being sencond most understood term by those who sell tools in this 

area. Xcelite calls their "type 99" kit a "Bristol Spline" kit to remove 
all doubt! It just doesnt seem to be a commonly asked for tool these 
days or in the past, according to one source who has ran a large 
electronics store here in Nashville for many years now. Luckily the 
wrenches are available from Xcelite, Snap-On, Proto, and most other 
large makers of tools. Locally, they were available from just those 3 
sources, with the Xcelite (believe it or not) being the least expensive. 
Xcelite also has a no-break policy on their tools like Craftsman and 
Snap-On and such, so even at the high price it isnt that bad a deal 

for a complete kit. I personally use the things on equipment other 

than BA's, so the kit has been very handy for me. The #8 does get 

the most use.... 


An even more harrowing experience is finding spline FASTENERS! 

The local bulk-harware dealers seem to have them listed, but most 
confess as to never having seen any they do exist, though. Be prepared 
to wait months if your local hardware wholesaler doesnt stock them 
though.

Folks, 


I have been using a silicon solution (!) to help me keep the IF 
sections of my firebottle friends in good shape -- actually, I 
have two circuits that have been working well so far, both 
Similar in nature and work with any sweep generator setup. 


In order to see the log response of an IF on my scope, I have 
made two circuits built around a commercial IF strip IC, 
specifically, Philips NE604/614 and Temic UA4314B. These 
IC's both have have RSSI (received signal strength indicator) 
outputs that are fairly log-linear This is a requirement for 
AMPS cell phones, so there are undoutedly many other IF 

chips that will do the job. Philips application note AN1991 
shows the circuit for an audio meter driver, which gave me 
the idea of using this type of IC for IF BW response. 


The Temic part works well at 10.7 MHz, but gets pretty 
distorted much below 4-5 MHz, and has an input Z of 330 
ohms, so I don't really recommend it for any work other than 
10.7 MHz. The Philips part works well at both 455 KHz and 
10.7 MHz, and should work at 24 MHz as well (I've never 
tried, had no need). Bypass the heck out of these parts, and 
you should have no problems using them for this type of 
application. You may want to do as I did and construct a 
small FET buffer to drive the approx 1.5Kohm input Z of the 
NE604/614 chip. The FET keeps the IC input from loading 
down and distorting the IF response. 


I also tried the "meter drive" output of the venerable CA3089 

(2?) IC and found that it DOES NOT work well for this 

application as it is not a very faithful log response -- not that 
it was ever expected to be, I suppose...

you are up to IF freq plus 20 kc or so, then draw a graph with these data 
points?

I'll try not to turn this into a major disertation, but there seems to 
be a number of us thinking about sweep aligning IF's. 

In most boatanchor receivers, the IF's are tuned to exactly to the same 
freq. by applying a test signal and peaking all the tuned circuits. 
Depending upon tuned circuit Q's and the degree of coupling permanently 
built into the IF cans, the bandwidth comes out in the 5-8 kc range, 
perfect for communications qualiity AM. In this case, if you wanted to 
verify the band width, skirt selectivity, etc, Ben is correct, it would 
be quite simple just to make measurements with a sig gen with a 
calibrated attenuator and some sort of output indicator on the RX. 

There are two other cases, where more sophisticated methods may be 
profitably used. One is for wider IF's, like the 12 kc position on an 
SP-600 or 16 kc on an r-390. In this case we may be required to stagger 


tune the circuits, i.e., tune some above and some below the center 
frequency. The other is narrow bandwidths, a la single rock crystal 
filters as used in many of our sets. Most of the vintage maintence 
manuals specify alignment proceedures that do not require sweep 
generators or scopes, however, in this day and age, especially when 
restoring an old set that might have subtly deteriorated components, 
it's extremely handy to get a real time look at the selectivity curve 
while you're diddling the adjustments. I find this is especially true 
with the xtal filters and phasing controls, many of which have been 
hopelessly "knob dicked" by the last guy that "aligned" the set. (They 
told us in signal school at Fort Monmouth that knob dickers were the 
guys that tightened the loose screws on the IF transformers!) 

To adjust the wide IF's a garden variety sweep gen and a scope may work 
ok. In the narrow band case, slooooow sweep rates are required for the 
reasons Geo. Rhett mentions. I'm also a believer in a logorithmic 
output indicator, in order to get a truer picture of the skirt response 
and observe response details like the rejection notch of a crystal 
filter. However, this is more of a development lab technique. Does make 
things easier, though.

>way you suggested. In fact someone here replied to me with that method. 
>On the other hand if you want to do an alignment this method will take a 
>long long time especially if you are aligning an AR-88. 


AH HA! Now I see why people wanted to measure the response! TI had thought 
people wanted to meausre the response just to see what the curve looked 
like, and not for the purposes of aligning to a particular response curve. 


But then again, and maybe the stupid bug is biting me again, but couldn't 
you set the sig gen to the first IF freq and align it, then reset the sig 
gen to the center freq of the second IF and align it (giving the "left 

hump" in the response), and then reset the sig gen to the center freq of 


the third IF and align it (giving the "right hump")? Seems to me this 
would be an easier method as you are only adjusting one (or maybe two) 
adjustments per iteration, where you'd be trying to simulataneously adjust 
three six parameters simultaneously to get the right picture with the sweep 
gen and scope? 


Isn't this the method I have seen for stagger tuning R-390A IF's??? Set to 
455 kc, do the 1st IF, set to somewhat less than 455 kc, do the 2nd IF, and 
then set to somewhat more than 455 kc, and do the 3rd IF? 


Is my memory correct, or am I nuts?
